The New York Methodist Coufercuce, 
which adjourned the other day, took a 
boid step iu advauce of auy past action 
in that Church ou the subject of popular 
amuseraeuts, when it recognized the right 
of Christians to decide tor thttusel|£* 
the propriety or burtfuluess of auy given 
course of conduct. The resolutions 
adopted by tbut body fully sustain the 
right of conscience iu regard to the pro- 
priety of Rttendiog places of amusement. 
They further urge the members to exer- 
cise oharitj toward those who honestly 
entertain liberal views oo thim- muk jo o*. 
The resolutions entire we append : 

"Inasmuch as in popular amu^ementF 
there are many subtle temptations, it be- 
comes us, as Christian pastors having 
the care of souls, frequently to spent on 
the subject to our people words cf cau- 
tion nud advice. We by no means con 
demn amusements indiscriminately ; they 
have their place and value. We would, 
however, earnestly dissuade them from 
those amusements which tend to late 
hems, overwrought excitements, and 
which appeal chiefly to the lower pro- 
pensities. In all questions of amuse- 
tneuts wc entreat ti.etn to be guided by 
the Word of God, aud iudul^e iu none 
which they cannot conscieutiouily ap 
prove. Equally, however, we urge Diets 
to exercise that, charity which never 
failed, ttArards those whose Christtaa 
character is above reproach who difFer in 
judgment from them concerning the pro 
priety of any amusement. As we are 
requested to respect the consciences ol 
others we advise each person to forego 
those pleasures which he may deem ri^ht 
tor himself, but wl.u-h are condemned 
by the popular judgment as inconsistent 
with the Christian nmie or which are 
li-counifred by the sieneral sentiments ol 
the Church We sincerely believe that 
by iuculcating usefulness iu our amuse- 
ments, by a general repard for the sen 
tiuietits of others, and by considerate 
treatment of those w!io err. we may most 
.effectually destroy the tendeccy to friv- 
olity and worldliness which threatens to 
mar the strength and efficacy of the 
Church.

The Vienna correspoudeul
